FOREWORD 


This Indian Standard (Third Revision) was adopted by the B ureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the A nimal Husbandry, Feeds and Equipment Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and A griculture 
Division Council. 


This standard was first issued in 1962 and subsequently revised in 1972 and 1986. Earlier, the requirements of 
coconut oilcake were covered under two separate standards namely, IS 2154 : 1986 ‘Coconut oilcake as livestock 
feed ingredient’ which covered coconut oilcake obtained after expression of oil by the expeller, hydraulic or 
rotary method and by Ghani method and IS 3591 : 1985 ‘Solvent-extracted coconut oilcake (M eal) as livestock 
feed ingredient’ which covered coconut oilcake obtained after solvent extraction. While reviewing IS 2154 and 
1S 3591, it was decided to develop only one specification for particular oilcake irrespective of its process of 
manufacture. Accordingly, the requirements for coconut obtained from expeller process and solvent extraction 
process have been revised and amalgamated into one comprehensive standard which would be third revision of 
IS 2154. With publication of this standard, IS 3591: 1985 shall be withdrawn. 


In this revision, the grading of coconut oilcake expeller pressed by Ghani or Chekku process has been removed. 
Requirements for solvent-extracted coconut oilcake which were covered under IS 3591 has been included as 
Type II. Requirements of crude protein, crude fat, crude fibre, total ash and acid insoluble ash for coconut 
oilcake have been updated. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 
‘Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised)’. The number of significant places retained in the rounded off 
value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 


This standard prescribes the requirements and the 
methods of sampling and test for coconut oilcake used 
as livestock feed ingredient.

3 TYPES 
The material shall be of the following two types: 


a) Type I — Product obtained from expeller 
process. 


b) Type II — Product obtained from solvent 
extraction process. 


4 REQUIREMENTS 


4.1 General 


The material shall be free from rancidity, adulterants, 
insect or visible fungus infestation and from fermented, 
musty or other objectionable odour. It shall also be 
free from extraneous matter, including metallic pieces. 


4.2 The material shall also conform to the 
requirements prescribed in Table 1. 


5 PACKING AND MARKING 


5.1 Packing 


The material shall be packed in clean, dry and sound 
jute bags or HDPE bags as agreed to between the

purchaser and the vendor. The bags shall be securely 
closed with strong twine. 


5.2 Marking 


Each bag shall be indelibly and legibly marked so as 
to give the following information: 


a) Name and type of the material; 

b) Name of the manufacturer; 

c) Batch or code number; 

d) Net quantity, when packed, in kg; 

e) Date of packing; and 

f) Any other requirements as given under the 


Legal Metrology (Packaged Commodities) 
Rules, 2011. 


5.2.1 BIS Certification Marking 


The product may also be marked with the Standard 
Mark. 


5.2.1.1 The use of the Standard Mark is governed by 
the provisions of the Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 
1986 and the Rules and Regulations made thereunder. 
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The details of conditions under which alicense for the 
use of the Standard Mark may be granted to 
manufacturers or producers may be obtained from the 
Bureau of Indian Standards. 


6 SAMPLING 


Representative samples of the material for ascertaining 
conformity to this standard shall be drawn according 
to the method prescribed in Annex H of IS 2052. 


7 TESTS 

7.1 Tests shall be carried out as prescribed in col 5 of 
Table 1. 

7.2 Quality of Reagents 


Unless specified otherwise, pure chemicals and 
distilled water (see IS 1070) shall be employed in tests. 


NOTE — ‘Pure chemicals’ shall mean chemicals that do not 
contain impurities which affect the results of analysis.
